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The  students  of  the  Normal  School,  in  preparing  their  lessons  for  reci- 
tation, do  not  confine  themselves  to  text-books. 

The  lessons  are  prepared  by  topics,  and  in  the  preparation  two  things 
must  be  done  :  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  must  be  gained,  and 
also  the  best  methods  of  illustrating  that  knowledge. 

In  order  that  these  two  ends  of  study  may  be  the  most  readily  and 
accurately  gained,  the  student,  in  addition  to  the  results  of  his  own 
thinking,  must  be  able  to  avail  himself  of  the  thoughts  of  others  who 
have  labored  before  him  upon  the  same  subject  for  the  same  end. 

This  shows  the  necessity  of  having  in  our  Library  standard  works  in 
Literature,  Science  and  Art.  On  account  of  this  necessity,  the  students 
of  the  School  commenced  during  the  last  term  a  collection  of  such  stand- 
ard works  as  would  best  aid  them  in  a  preparation  for  the  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged. 

This  collection  now  amounts  to  nearly  two  hundred  volumes.  Most  of 
these  books  were  furnished  by  the  students  themselves ;  but  many  valua- 
ble works  have  been  generously  given  by  the  friends  of  the  School.  The 
Library  is  to  be  increased  in  the  same  way  that  it  has  been  begun. 

If  the  friends  of  Education  and  of  the  School  will  assist  in  the  increase, 
the  students  pledge  themselves  to  make  the  benefits  of  this  assistance  man- 
ifest in  their  future  labors,  in  the  schools  of  Massachusetts.

ASSOCIATION 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Normal  Lyceum  and  Library  Association. 

ARTICLE  n. 
OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent, a  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian. 

ARTICLE  in. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Section  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  regu- 
lar meetings  of  this  Society,  and  make  the  following  appointments :  a  Critic, 
an  Orator,  two  for  Recitations,  two  for  Debate  (one  on  the  affirmative 
and  one  on  the  negative,)  said  appointments,  with  the  exception  of  Critic, 
to  be  made  two  weeks  previous  to  the  performance  of  duty. 

Section  z! — The  President  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  shall 
be  guided  by  the  directions  given  in  Cushing's  Manual. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  VICE  PRESIDENT. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice  President  to  preside  in  the  absence 
of  the  President,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  President  may  desire. 

ARTICLE  V. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary 
to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  to  read 
the  same  at  the  opening  of  the  succeeding  meeting ;  and  he  shall  be  the 
organ  of  the  Society  in  all  its  conference  with  the  public. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tre^urer  to  receive  all  monies  belonging 
to  the  Society,  and  to  keep  a  true  account  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures. He  shall  make  no  payment  without  a  written  order  from  the  Presi- 
dent, countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  he  shall  report  the  state  of  the 
Treasury  whenever  required  by  resolution  of  the  House. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  take  charge  of  all  books  be- 
longing to  this  society,  to  keep  an  account  of  all  books  drawn  from  the 
Library,  and  check  the  same  when  returned.  He  shall  assess,  collect  and 
transfer  to  the  Treasurer  all  fines  due  on  books. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS- 

The  omcers  of  this  Society  shall  be  chosen  by  nomination,  except  the 
Secretaiy,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE   IX.  | 
TENURE  OF  OFFICE. 

Section  1. — The  President  and  Vice  President  shall  hold  their  offices 
two  weeks. 

Section  2. — The  Secretaiy,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  during  a  half  Term. 

ARTICLE  X. 
QUORUM. 

Twelve  members  of  the  Society,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  tran- 
sacting business. 

ARTICLE  XL 
AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  this 
Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present ;  but  every  amend- 
ment shall  be  proposed  in  writing,  at  least  one  week  before  its  adoption. 
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ARTICLE  I. 
MEETINGS. 

Section  1. — The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon  of  each  week  during  the  term  of  School,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Section  2. — The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  not  continue  more 
than  two  hours,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

ARTICLE  II. 
ORDER  OF  EXERCISES. 

The  exercises  of  this  Society  shall  lie  in  the  following  order : 

1.  — Calling  to  order  by  the  President. 

2.  — Reading  of  the  Secretary's  Report. 

3.  — Disposal  of  the  Secretary's  Report. 

4.  — Appointments  by  the  President. 

5.  — Miscellaneous  Business. 
G. — Orations. 

7.  — Recitations. 

8.  — Reading  of  the  Casket. 

9.  — Report  of  the  Critic.  . 

RECESS. 

10.  — Drawing  of  Books. 

11.  — Discussion  of  the  Question. 

12.  — Decision  of  the  Question. 

13.  — Critic's  Report. 

14.  — Adjournment. 

ARTICLE  III. 

PRESIDING  OFFICERS. 

Section  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  officer  to  pre- 
serve order  ;  the  same  order  that  is  observed  in  the  common  recitations  of 
the  Westfield  Normal  School.    He  may  speak  to  all  points  of  order  in 
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preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  House,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  in  order 
until  the  question  of  appeal  shall  have  been  decided. 

Section  2. — The  Presiding  Officer  shall  put  all  general  questions 
in  the  following  order  :  Those  who  are  in  favor  of  this  motion  or  amend- 
ment (as  the  case  maybe)  say  "I"  (aye)  ;  those  opposed,  say  "no" 
(nay) .  He  shall  declare  all  votes ;  but  if  any  member  calls  for  a  division 
of  the  House,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall  order  a  return  of  the  number 
voting  in  the  Affirmative  and  in  the  Negative,  and  the  members  so  voting 
shall  rise,  and  stand  until  they  can  be  counted. 

Section  3. — The  Presiding  Officer  shall  propound  all  questions  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the  subsequent  motion  be  pre- 
vious in  its  nature,  except  that  in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times,  the  lar- 
gest sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Section  4. — When  a  question  is  under  debate,  the  Presiding  Officer 
shall  receive  no  motion,  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
to  a  day  certain,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  except  by  unani- 
mous consent ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

Section  5. — The  Presiding  Officer  shall  rise,  to  put  a  question,  or  to 
address  the  House  ;  but  he  may  perform  any  other  of  the  duties  of  his 
office  sitting. 

ARTICLE  IV, 

MEMBERS. 

Section  1. — Any  member  of  the  Normal  School  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Society,  by  subscribing  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  but 
shall  not  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library,  except  by  the  payment  of 
twenty-five  cents  each  term  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society. 

Section  2. — Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise  and 
respectfully  address  the  Presiding  Officer,  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  shall  avoid  personalities,  and  shall  sit  down  when 
he  has  finished  speaking. 

Section  3.— The  member  speaking  shall  be  in  possession  of  the 
floor,  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  by  another  member,  unless  the  member 
interrupting  rise  to  call  to  order ;  and  no  other  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  member  speaking. 

ARTICLE  V. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Section  1. — Any  person  may  be  elected  an  honorary  member  of  this 
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Society,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member,  except 
holding  office,  or  voting  upon  any  question  or  motion. 

Section  2. — Upon  the  election  of  an  honorary  member,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  transmit  to  the  person  thus  elected,  a  copy  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society  in  reference  thereto. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
MISCELLANEOUS  BUSINESS. 

The  time  for  transacting  miscellaneous  business  shall  not  exceed  twenty 
minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
MOTIONS. 

Section  1. — After  a  motion  has  been  made,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  pos- 
session of  the  House,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  a  vote  of  the  House ; 
but  the  mover  may  withdraw  it  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amend- 
ment, except  it  be  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  motion  shall  not  be  with- 
drawn after  the  time  has  elapsed  within  which  it  could  have  been  origi- 
nally made. 

Section  2. — All  questions  shall  be  considered  debatable,  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  take  up  from  the  table. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
DISCUS  3I0N. 

Section  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  two  disputants 
appointed  by  the  President  to  choose  two  colleagues  to  follow  them  in 
debate ;  and  it  shall  be  their  further  duty  to  open  the  discussion  of  the 
question  which  they  shall  prepare  for  consideration  :  Provided,  however, 
no  member  shall  be  obliged  to  speak  two  weeks  in  succession. 

Section  2. — No  person  shall  speak  more  than  ten  minutes  at  any  one 
time,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  House. 

Section  3. — The  Presiding  Officer  may,  at  his  discretion,  extend  to 
any  person  not  a  member  of  this  Society,  an  invitation  to  speak  on  the 
question. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
DECISION. 

The  merits  of  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  House ;  but  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  decide  in  regard  to  the  weight  of  argument. 
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ARTICLE  X. 
BOOKS. 

Section  1. — All  books,  pamphlets,  &c,  shall  be  legibly  marked  with 
the  words  Normal  Lyceum  Library,  and,  if  donations  to  the  Society, 
shall  be  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  in  such  manner  as  the  j 
Librarian  may  deem  proper. 

Section  2. — Xo  member  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  more  than  one  book 
at  any  one  time. 

Section  3. — Xo  member  shall  be  allowed  to  draw  any  book  from  the 
Library  except  at  the  regular  meetings,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the 
Librarian. 

Section  4. — The  time  for  drawing  books  shall  not  exceed  ten  minutes. 
ARTICLE  XL 

Section  1. — Any  member  retaining  a  book  more  than  one  week,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  two  cents  for  each  additional  day  said  book  shall  be  retained. 

Section  2. — Any  person  soiling  or  otheiwise  injuring  any  book,  shall 
be  subject  to  such  fine  as  the  Librarian  may  deem  proper. 

Section  3. — Every  book  shall  be  returned  in  good  condition,  regard 
being  had  to  its  reasonable  wear ;  and,  if  any  book  be  lost  or  essentially 
injured,  the  member  to  whom  it  stands  charged  shall  replace  it  by  a  new 
volume  or  set,  if  it  belongs  to  a  set,  or  pay  the  current  price  of  the  same. 

Section  4. — Xo  book  shall  be  delivered  to  any  member,  until  all 
sums  due  the  Society  from  him  or  her  shall  have  been  paid. 

Section  5. — Xo  book  shall  be  lent  by  any  member,  under  a  penalty 
of  ten  cents. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting.
